WHEREAS, She was a 30-year breast cancer survivor and an
active member of Trinity United Church of Christ where she was
a charter-founding member and president of the Can-Cer-Vive

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WHEREAS, State Representative Davis remembers Alzata as a
great role model in church, a brilliant woman who spoke with
grace, intelligence, and knowledge, and a wonderful mother who
kept her family close and together; she also remembers that
during the time Judge Pincham was attending law school, Alzata
